As tor Ihe Diverfity of Grammars, it is well and pre- 
Htably taken away by the Kings Majefties Wildom ; wh6 
foFefecing the Inconvenience,^ and favourably providing 
the Remedy, caufed one kind of Grammar, by fund ry 
learned Men, to be diligently drawn, and fo to be fe.t out 
only: every where to be taught for the ufe of Learners, 
and fur avoiding the Hurt in changing of School-mafteis. 

The Variety ot Teaching is diverle yet, and-always will 
be, for that^very School-mafler liketh that he knoweth, 
-ind feeth not fhe Ufe of that he knoweth not ; and there- 
fore judgeth that the pioft fufficient Way, which he feeth
